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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 1-7, 8-14 and 22-28, drawn to method of controlling a 
generator system, classified in class 290, subclass 52. 

II. Claims 15-21, drawn to method of coding a computer program, 
classified in class 702, subclass 57. 

III. Claims 29-34, 35-40 and 47-52, drawn to a generator system, 
classified in class 290, subclass 5. 

IV. Claims 41-46, drawn to computer program for a generator, classified 
in class 700, subclass 1 . 

V. Claims 53-60, 61-68 and 77-84, drawn to a method and generator 
system using bandwidths, classified in class 322, subclass 44. 

VI. Claims 69-76, drawn to a computer program controller for a 
generator, classified in class 700, subclass 90. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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2. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III 
has separate utility such as using a generator system wherein a first phase locked 
loop having a first bandwidth is used for configuring a phase angle. Also, using a 
second locked loop bandwidth to estimate a second angle and measuring the phase 
shift between the angles. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention V has 
separate utility such as using a first and second bandwidth wherein the second 
bandwidth is greater than the first bandwidth, calculating a frequency difference 
between the first and second estimated frequencies, adding the estimated second 
phase angle and the calculated angle variation so as to form an output current 
phase angle difference. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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4. Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV 
has separate utility such as programming a code having six computer codes instead 
of four (Invention I), wherein a code is use for configuring a calculated phase shift 
between a first and second phase angle and coding another different program for 
estimating a first and second angle. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions II and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention VI 
has separate utility such as making a computer program having eight different 
computer codes instead of four computer codes (Invention I), having computer 
code for calculating a frequency difference between the first and second frequency 
difference and writing a difference code for calculating an angle variation that is 
proportional to the calculated frequency difference. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper and because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
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status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
